As these
sdvance bodies of Cubans wero at Tapaste,
elghteen miles from Guanabaco, practically
a suburb of this city, last night, it is by no
means Improbable that the report that the
Cuban scouts have bren sighted from the
lines defending Havana s correct.

1t is no lonmer a cry of “On to Havana"
from the Cubans. They are here, slowly,
But eurddy surrounding this capital after a
trivmphant march from the castern end of
fAantlago de Cuba to the capital of this
tmlard, In splte of all the best troops of
Spaln could do to privent them.

The main column of the second InEurgent
polumn, under General Gomegz, was reported

The third insurgent column, undzr Genkral
Maceo, was announced thls morning to have
passed Cerba, Mocha, with Gomez, when
lest heard from, and should now be In the
vicinity of SBan Antonlo Vegas, or between
there and Nagzaro. All threz columns have
been continu'ng the work of destruction,
burnlng eano fielde and  plundering the
houses of the wealthier class ag they pushed
onward, The Providence, Nombere, Diodlas,
Julla la Gla, Mercedita and other plantations
in the Guines district, through which the
insurgents have passed, have been completely
wiped out by fire,

Here the utmost coneternation prevails
in government cireles. There ls no denyling
that IHavana is now to all Intentz and pur-
poscs  Invested by the Insurgents. Thelr
eodumns are pressing unchecked around this
elty, and the military authorities seem to
have fallen Inte a complete state of help-
legsneusn,

In the streets the huetle and
bustle of the military |5 visible. Every man
or boy who c¢an bs placed under arms has
been ealled upon to shoulder a rifle and the
war ships have landed every man and gun
avallable for the defense of the cliy.
PREPARING FOR BATTLE,

In the face of thess prepardtions to repel

the enemy from without the most vigorous
plans have been lald ocut to battie with an
enemy within, The authorities recognlze the
fact that when the insurgent gune are heard
In the distance they may be the signal for a
popular uprising which will divert attention
from ths enemy and endble the latter to muke
a dash Into Havana which Is expected to end
the war and enable Cuba to gain her inde-
pendenoes, Agents of the [nsurgents are
known to have slippad Into Havana rec:ntly,
and from the sullenly, expectant attitude of
the pipulace It la evident that the authorities
do not make a mistake In preparing for the
worst In this clty If battllng with the in-
surgents commenced outslde,
Many of the residents are alreadly looking
about for means of leaving Havana In case of
emergency, and It I sald that orders bave
been sent to the commanders of the Spanish
war ships off th> Island to concentrate In this
harbor, but If this is the cage the orders are
lkely to reach them too late to ¢nable them
to be of any service to the government.

Late this aft:rneon It was reported that
Campos had sgont a specinl messenger to the
insurgents with the object of bringing about
a conference with their leaders, Not only
was the report not confirmed, but the authorl-
ties ridiouled the Idea, claiming that the
enemy ccnaisted of only a “few flyving bands
of rebels” and that the Spanish columns
presging on after them had esught the
“rebels” In a trap from which thelr only
escape was death or umconditional surrendsr.

The Spanish commander insists that there
I no ecausa for alarm and that the Insurgent
column  will shertly be dispersed by the
Spanish troops,

CUTTING OFF COMMUNICATION,

Later in the afterncon it becams known
that the body of Insurgents which had been
at  San Felipe had pushed on  through
Quivacan, and had moved westward on
Gabriel and Ealud, burning all the ficlds s
they passed, Balud s westward of Havann,
and a little further on Is the lust railroad
line In that direction leading into Havana.
To reach Salud the Insurgents have already
crogged two lines of rallrond leading iInto
this city, and after crossing the third they
will have extendsd the half moon formation
of thelr forees about the clity, and will have
cut off communication by railway with the
provines of Plnar del Rio, as they are now
threatening to cut off communication with
the province of Matanzas, Through the
force they are advancing from Tapaste It
leoks as 1f Havana would soon be Isolated. As
this dispatch is sent, however, communiea-
tion bétwesn Havana and Jaruce s not
known to ba cut off by the enemy. Jaruce
Is the first town outside of Havann in the di-
rection of Malanzas.

Apparently the thrie Insurg:nt columns
have been divided up into smaller bodles
In order to [ecllitate rapldity of movement.
But this {s only & supposzition, based on
the fact that the Insurgents are heard
from in about half a dozen towns and
divigions In this vicinity today, Only one
of thy Insurgents' columns has crossed the
railrond at Batabano, the extreme southerly
statlon near the Gull of Batabano and al-
most due south of Havana. This column Is
now at or about Pozo Redondo, northward
of Batabano, and apparently moving In the
tame directlon as the column of Insurgents
previously reported as heading for Guira
Melina, which leads people to suppose that
It 19 the regular guard of the body.

All the colimns to the south of Havana
appear to bo circling northward and toward
Pinar del Rio, with the object either of
pushing Into that provinee or of completing
a circle around Havana. This evening In-
formation was recelv:d to the effect that the
Insurgents have burned the rallroad sta-
tions at Melena and Gulra Melena and the
fields about Moralito and Portu Galeto.

There I8 much distréss among the In-
habitants of the province of Matanzas, and
esp clally In the districts through which
the insurgents have just passod, and the
government of Matapzas has sent an urgent
request to General Campos for the sum
of $30,000 with which to relleve the suffering
of th, country people. It Is not belleved
that the captaln general will be able to
grant this request.

The daily press of Madrid insists that ths
deslred reforms should now be glven 1o
Cuba. Senor Canovas del Castlllo, presid nt
of the Epanigh council, says that he 18 not dis-
poscd to undertake the work of reform during
the tima of war, because this would only
result ln Cuban independence at the finish
af the war and that nedithep his nor any other
ministry can afford to be responsible for
the loss of Cuba to Spaln, It Is claimed that
General Campos now has the confidence of
all three parties In Cuba. The positions
of the Insurgent armies are not priclsely
known tonlght.

DEFEATED, SORE AND HUNGRY,

Latest Word from the Army Come-
manded by Dr. Jameson.,
LONDON, Jan, 4.—The colonlal
has  just recelved the following tele-
gram, sent by Hon, Bir Walter
' Francls Hely-Hutehinson, K. C. M, G,,
Mr, Chamberlain, secretary of state for the
colonies, and dated Januvary 4, 1806
“Press accounts siate that on the evening
of December 81 Dr, Jumeson arrived |n the
viciolly of Krugersdorf, The next morning
he atticked the Boers, who were entrenched
In a stropg position, The Boers numbered
1,600. Dr. Jameson was repulsed, but tried to
move by Randfcute into Roodeport, and was
stopped ot Dorinkop. On the afternoon of
January £ heavy fighting tock place, and the
artillery came up. Dr, Jameson wis out-
numbered, and some of his men were nearly
starved, many of them having beep without
food for nearly lhree days. Thelr horsea
were exhausted, and they wera forced to sur-
render, Dr, Jumeson lost elghty men killed,
besides the wounded. It Is estimated that
the total loss will reach 240. The loss of the
Boers Is reported as four killed and o few
wounded, It is claimed that a few Boers
were unhorsed by one wvelley fired by Dr.
Jasurson's men, No oflcers were kiiled."

OLD HATRED REVIVED

Il Will of Germans Against England
Again Made Prominent,

NO FAITH IN CHAMBERLAIN'S DENIAL

Emporor's Message to Prosident Kruager Not
Dictated by Sudden Impulse,

DECIDED ON BY A MINISTERIAL COUNCIL

British Ambassador Given a Cool Reception
by the Kaiser,

BERLIN, Jam. 4.~—The invasion of the
Transvanl by Dr. Jameson and the forces of
the British South Afriea company has
brought up all the latent feeling of hostility
to England, and has evoked an outburst sim-
llar to that produced by President Cleve-
land's mossage in America, The general be-
liet that the dupliclty of the British states-
men Is dellberate and In pursuance of thelr
policy to keep Europe divided Into two camps
to fucilitate English aggressions and en-
croachments in Africa and elsewhere hag re.
eelved confirmation In the news of Dr. Jamne-

son's venture. In epite of the de-
nial of the British secrelary of
gtate for the -colonles, Mr. Joseph

Chamberliain, of any knowledge or responsi-
bility for the gtep taken by Dr. Jameson, 1it-
tle doubt I8 felt here that It was prompted in
high quarters, and the free terms of the em-
peror's messape are Interpreted as indicaling
the samo mistrust of the English protesta-
tions which is felt In government cireles,
Everybody understands that the emperor's
meszage to President Krueger was not due
to mero impulse, but was declded upon and
deafted after a grave council of ministers,
and I must therefore bz regarded as uan
open pronouncement of a change in German
palicy toward Great Britaing

The Immedinte news of the Invaslon of the
Transvaal was recelved on Tuesday evenlng
and the emperor summoned the minister for
foreign affairs, Marschal von Biebersteln, and
Dr. Kaleer, director of the colonial ofice, to
Potsdam and spoke to them In strong terms
of the breach of international law. Later
an officlal note was zent to the British gov-
ernment azking curtly the meaning of Dr.
Jameson's rald and what steps would be
takasn to neutralize it, Moreover, It Is as-
serted on good authorlty that the Ilntention to
land German sallors at Delugon Bay was only
abandoned on the receipt of news of Dr.
Jameson's defeat.

The Cologne Gazette says tonight that

the remarks of the British press
in regaril to the telegram sent
by Emperor William to Presldent

Krueger of the Transvaal need not alirin
the Germans., All Germany upholds Emperor
Willlam. Just as three weeks ago BEurops
upheld BEnglind in her position regarding
Venezuela, now Europs upholds the Beers.
It Is to be hoped that the British papers
do not imagine that their threats will exérclue
the elightest Influence upon the attitude of
the German government.
PREPARATIONS FOR TROUBLE,

The consent of Portugzl has been asked for
tha transit of troops across Portuguese (erri-
tory. Another gtatement muade on good au-
thority is that Germany has already come 1o
an agresment with France to oppose the
British advance in South Africa, and that
1.600 German volunteers, well equipped, will
gtart on board a North German  Lloyd
steamer during the coming week for Delagoa
Bay in order to assist the Doers,

At the New Year's reception at the palace
Emperor Willlam was frigid In his treatment
of the British ambasgador, Sir Francis C,
Lascelles. It was remarked that his majesty
barely addressed a few words to him and
eyed him sternly. On the other hand, the
omperor's reception of the Unlted States
ambassador, Mr. Theodore Runyon, was most
cordinl, Besldes the usual eingratulptions,
hls mujesty took pains to manifest the un-
disturbed relations of Intimacy between Ger-
many and the United States, talklng with
Mr. Runyon most pleasantly and amleably for
gome time.

The anti-English fesling has been all along
fed by the Bismarckian prefs, which has re-
proached the government for “truckling to
Englieh insolence,” but the emperor and the
government hava hitherto withstood these
taunts, Now, however, a vigorous antl-Eng-
Hsh policy may be anticipated.

Inoldentally ‘this has helped Germany to
view the British-American diffigulty with dif-
ferent cyes, The anxlety to take part in the
Ameriean loan shows this, The bankers of
Berlin, Cologne and Frankfort fell over each
other in thelr haste to have a share in It, and
the Upited States embarsy was overwhelmed
throughout the week with inguiries as to the
precise terms of the loan, proving conclusively
that Amerlean credit is unimpaired in the
money market here,

Prince Blsmarck quletly passed New Year's
day at Friedrichsruh, where he received
many distinguilshed callers, including Baron
von Stumm, Count von Kurdorff, Buron von
Manteuffel, Count von Kanitz, Count von
Mirbach and Prince Alexander von Hohen-
ohe,

" GOOD WISHES TO BISMARCK.

The emperor on New Year's day tele-
graphed to Prince. Blamarck as follows:
“"Many more years of strength and wisdom
to the bullder-up of the ewmpire,'"

To this Prince Bismarck replied: “My deep-
felt thanks to your majesty for your kind
wishes, which I fully reciprocate.”

The eapturz of the fugitive, Baron Vou Ham-
mersteln, formerly editor of the conservative
Kreuz Zeitung, at Athens, continues to cause
much anxlsty in the ranks of the conserva-
tives, where it Is feared the baron may di-
vulge unpleasant truths about his party, now
that be is at bay, and a first rate scandal e
expected, Among the witnesses at his trial
will be th: most powerful and wealthy mem-
bers of the Prussian sristoeracy, and VYon
Hammersteln 8 sald to possess documents
showing that during the helght of the
agrarian agltations they themselves have
been gullty of lese majeste.

Fritz Friedman, the fugitive Berlin lawyer,
one of the ablest In Germany, who was coun-
sel for Von Koelze, the gourt chamberlain
who was sccused of writing & series of anony-
mous commuonlcations which caused so
much trouble for a long time In aristocratic
clroles, left debts Lo the amount of 1,000,000
marks behind him. Although it has been
sald that he was In London, and threatening
to publish & book ob the Von Koels scandals,

it s now belleved hoe I8 In the United States.

He gave me the ne-
surance that panding your arrival, If the
Johannesburg people kiep qulet and commit
no hostile acts or In any way break the
Inws of the country, Johannesburg will not
bas molested or surrounded by the burgher
fore's. The deputation was highly grateful
for this assurance and pledged the committee
to preserve pence and order,

“1 take thiz opportunity of testifying In the
strongest manner to the great moderation
and forbearancs of the goveérnment of the
Transvaal under exceptionally trying elrcum-
Stances, Its attitude toward myself was
evirything T could wish. The prisoners have
Just arrived. The casualties on thelr elde
are sald to bt sever: and on the side ol the
burgliers very slight.”

Later in the day n dispateh was recsived
at the colonial office from Capetown, dated
noon today, giving the following detalls of
the Invasion of the Transvaal by Dr. Jameson
and his followers, as gath red from the local
prees: “There |s no doubt that Dr. Jameson
yielded after he had lost at least twenty-
eight men. The battle lasted from 3 o'clock
In the afternoon until after 10 in the ov n-
ing, Dr. Jameson lad the three prinelpal at-
tocks and his men distinguished themselves
with great gallintry."

BOETt TPOSITION UNASSAILABLRE,

Tha Boér  position was a  right-
angled one, and Dr. Jameson attacked
it at one point, and In entering the angle
had the fire of the Boers on his front and
flanks, The DBosrs were much superior In
numbers and thelr positlon was unagsailable.
Dr. Jameszon and 550 mtn were taken pris-
eners at Krugersdorp, & werp afterward
sent to Pretoria. Dr. Jameson was not
woundsd, The Cape Times'states that elghty
of the men of the British Chartered com-
pony wer: killed.

The St. James Guzette this afternoon

NO MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED.

A large deputatlion pf merchants and
others Interested In Sogth African matters
ealled at the colonfal {oMee this evening
for ‘the purpose of urgng the government
to take stips providing for the protection
of thelr friends and nplatives. Rt. Hon,
Joseph Chamberlain, seretary of state for
the colonles, riplled tolthe representations
made by th: members {of the d:legations,
saylng, that so far ay cquld be seen, further
disturbances were Imprgbable. The Britigh
government, he sald, sgnmpathized with the

undoubted  grievances {of the Uittland-
(re. Regarding  the ' aetlon  taken by
the government (n the matter of the
sudden advance of Dry Jameson, he said

that the government had done its full duty.
More than this It could Inot be claimed that
the government should' have done. Before
It was possible for any representations (o
have been made to thti from any quarter,
they acted in the m energetic fashion
imaginable, trying to stop the advances and
to avert further mischlef. Mr. Chamberlain
#ald In conclusion that the minlsters of the
government proposed tooadhere to thelr ob-
ligations under the conwention of 1884, and
they would continue to ughold that convention
and all its provislons, From this position
nothing that hos ocecurred could possibly
induce them to recade.
DENIES A REPORT OF TORTURE.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4=—A dispatch from
Borlin quotes Dr. O'Leld, the Buropean
ag:nt of the Transvaal republic, as denying
that Jamescn had been: burned alive, as one
report had It, but declyred that the doctor
and some others surely ~would be shot or
hang:d as a result of the Trangvanl trouble.

The government lnes give notlee that they
must refuse to accept code telegrams from
the publlie. Messages In code sbould not,
thercfore, be accepted.'

HELENA, Mont, Jan, 4.—Dr. Jamesop,
the leader of the Bouth African British com-
pany, achieving such notorlety In  apd
around Johannesburg, Africa, la well known
here, having made this city his hesdquarters

The
hand of the whele clvilized world 15 agalust
her at this moment., Tomorrow, the dny
after, next week, or even before this cable
I8 published, It may be that the arm:d hand
of Germany or of Russin may strike.

These are not the mere words of a news-
paper correspondent, What 1 have 18 tho
fquotation In brief of every morning and after-
noon newspaper in Londen, of earneet and
urgent conversation on tha strests, at the
clubs, In evory gathering, and It Ig Impossible
for an American descondant of this people
not to sympathize with them In this day of
thelr great travall nor to fail to admire their
dogged amcceptance of Isolation and danger.
The Daily Telegraph, the organ of the masses,
thus blankly phraseg their determination, re-
ferring to this morning's chorug of virulent
threats from Berlin, Paris Vienna and St
Petersburg:

“It may prove In the long run a dangerous
sport to bait John Bull too hard and too
unanimouosly."

That 1is the diepceition of all England
today., It Is a balted bmll, forezd to the
wall, dying In his tracks, but furiously

fighting to the last. Even Italy, countéd upon
as steadfust In any crisis, turns upon her
ally. *'The English pollicy,” telegraphg the
Times correspondent from Rome today, dis-
cussing Crigpi's known friendship for Eng-
lapd, “is at this moms=nt at c¢iscount, and if
a serious dizaster In Africa should obtain and
can be traced by public opinlon to the jn-
difference of England, where she might have
helped Italy, that policy will go overboard
‘completsly and Buron ‘Blanc will' have to

WILLIAM EBEQUALS CLEVELAND.

President Cleveland's message two weeks
ago wns called everywhire “a bolt from
the blue,” Lut it came no more suddenly
nor unexpectedly to England than the
kalser's (elegram to Oom Paulya. It Is
not onme of his Impulsive utterances, bul
a delibirate message framed at a meeting
of the cabinet., It i8 everywhere occepted
by the press today as a deflnite and Iu-
sulting challenge to England. *1t I8, says
the Timee, *‘an unqualified recognition of
the |nd:pendence of the Transvanl repub-
lie."" And thus It floutz at the suzerainty
of Great Britaln., It Imitates the German
répdiness to reepond to the appeal of the
Boer republie for help,

This <vening's St, James Gazetts, the
staunchest of Lord Salisbury’s newspaper
suepporters, says of it: “The emperor's mes-
dppe 18 pothing but a bitter insult to this
coutitry. After a naval council of war let
us understand that, and understand also that
the dispatch In which the kalsir exults
over the defeat and diath of Eoglishmen
was absolutely uncalled for and gratuitous,
and we shall conclude that thers §s matter
here which may well give eviry English-
man something to ponder over in the SBab-
buth 1ull of the next forty-eight hours.'

Austrin again hag plainly Intimat:d her
hostility to any dismemberment of Turkey,
which seems only the logical result of Lord
Sallebury's polley. If carricd out, Russia'e
readiness to selze upon any favorable op-
portunity to make her way to the sea by
way of Port Arthur, the  Persian gull or
the Dardanelles Is so thoroughly recognized
as being her definite purport that England
has armed herself against it for half o
century.

SIXPECT RHOADES TO SHCEDE,

But, threatening as Ia this Jsolation In an
almost venemous hestility of Europe, Eng-
land is tonight confronted with a possibility
which she dreads, perhaps, mcre than any
other, It is not talked about in the press,
but it is discussed everywhere else in Lon-
don., This is the fear that Cecll Rhoades
may have declared the United States of South
Africa independent of the mother country,
Up to this hour nothing has been heard for
five days from Rhoades at Cupe Town, A
week ngo the London mining murket was re-
ecelving hundreds of telegrams dally from
Johannesburg. For five days not a single
messige has come to the milllonaire cpera-
tors, nor any one of thelr followers, from
anywhere in the IRand country or from the
Cape, Barney Barosto sald thls afternoon
that he has not heard one word from South
Africa In that perlod. His rival and enemy,

J. B, Robinson, protests a like
abgolute  lgnorance. The  latest  edl-
tions of the afternoon newspapers,
like the great morning dailies, have

pot a scrap of news from the troubled coun-
try, except meager lems from the colonlal
office or through Berlin, yet there is a cable
at Cape Town, where Rhoades is supreme,
The silence seems inexplicable, unless It s
Indeed & part of & sottled plan of the South
African dictator, whoee hand is everywhere
from the Cape to the Zambegl, and whose
Intimate friend and trusted agent s Dr.
Jameson, now reporied to be In danger of the
gallows at Krugersdorf, Of course anolher
hour may bring i\he fullest news of what has
happened since Jameson's force left Mafoking
and prove all thig 10 be merest phaptasy, 1
only report it as belng 4 universal tople In
Westend London at this moment, .
Two years ago, when the Gladstong gov-
ernment showed a dlsposition to clicck the
plgns of Rboades and Jumeson in Matabele-
land, Rhoades threatened to establish this
seceded government of all the South African

colonles, and (o bring lote the Mhlﬁlﬂl’alit‘ﬂ
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two Dutch couniries. I ecabled the fact to
the World then, upon the authority of a per-
son who was In a full pesition to know the
Eftuation, With far greater power now than
then  with  which to  execule his  threat,
Rhoades Is the same, except that he may
now be fighting for his very existence. It is
Ineredible that hisg agent could have massed
@ force on the Transvaal frontler without his
knowledee,
ROBINSON MUST HAVE KNOWN.

It seems Ineredible that it could have as-
gembled thero without the knowledge of Sir
Hercules Robinson. If hie dld not communl-
cata the foet to the government here, |t glves
point to much gossip at the time of his ap-
pointment ns high commissioner that he had
personnl and extensive fAnanclal relations with
Rhoades, He was, Indesd, at that time a di-
rector In the De Beors company, and was
appointed at Rhoades' request,

A later mccount given out by the colonial
office of the battle and capture of Jameson
still leaves the mystery of Rhondes' ex-
traordinary silence unsolved. We have no
intimation why he leaves Jameson to his
fate, why, Indesd, he permitted this near
¢omrade and leutenant to embark upon so
dangerons and disastrous ag enterpriss, Up
to midnight we have no knowledge of the
Capa dictator's plans, or even If he knows
what has happened in the Transvaal. Lon-
don still thinks the next few days may be
epoch-making In South Africa. If not, the
raid of Jame=tn will be the sorriest trago-
comedy In all recent Britlsh history,

Meanwhile many Yundred families In Great
Britain are frantic for news from the Trans-
vaal. In Jameson's country are scores of
young English ofMicera who obtalned leave of
ubsence from thelr regiments for service with
the Charterad company.

What the
Times pays Is generally wecepted az dizeetly
inapired by Lord Salisbury, and If-60 the same
irreconellabls  temper, to give It no woree
terin, which has always apparently inspired
the forelgn policy of England's present poer
premier may animate him to the stubbarn vrd
i hig deallngs with ug, TIn four short months
it has embrofled England with all Burape, his
provoked vast bitternces In the United States
and may have allengted three colovles 1a
South Africa. It the sccoasion of Eungland’s
colonies once beging no man kaows where |t
will stop.

1, There 1 no doubt that recint events
have had a decidedly sobering offect upon
thoe inhabitants not enly of these islands but
of the British empire generally. 'The stand
taken by President Cleveland regarding the
Venezuelan boundary dispule, the excitement
which fellowed the appolntment of the United
States boundary commizeion, the evidenos
furniehed In Burope of the lsolation of Qreat
Britain and the trouble in the Transvaal have
caugzd even the most jlngo-minded Briton
here to curb his words and refizet serlously,
upon the possibllities of the future.

It is doubtful If such a crisis In the recont
history of Great Britaln was ever reached,
even [n ths moet troublesomes times, and
thercfore It i= begluning to dawn upon people
here that they have an insignificant army
compared with those of the Buropsan powers,
or with the forees (he United States could
easily place under arme, and that the Britieh
fleet, powerful as {t is, could not begin to
successfully mect the combined fleets of
Russia, France and Germany, even If the
United States were only threatening trouble,
However, It Is In this very feeling of sabers
ness that the outlook Is brightest, for It
may induce ths Britlsh government to adopt
the “common sense' policy advocated by Mr,
Gladstone and so avold most serious cone
sequences,
